R ights, is entitled to the salary which 
amounts to $262.50. 
rJ£lje sum rep­ 
resents 
the 
salary 
for 
several 
months 
immediately 
following 
his 
appointment on August 14. 1015, by 
M ayor R oss. 
The case has attracted state-wide 
attention and the ruling of the court 
was awaited with interest as it is the 
first case involving the exact condi­ 
tions to be tried in Indiana. 
The de­ 
cision is interpreted to mean that a 
city mayor has the authority to sum­ 
m arily dismiss one of his own ap­ 
pointees from 
office 
without filing 
written charges or holding a public 
hearing at which the dismissed offi­ 
cial would have an opportunity to 
defend his case. 
The ruling, accord­ 
ing to the interpretation placed upon 
it, conforms to 
the 
idea 
that the 
mayor is responsible for the char­ 
acter of the services of his appoint­ 
ees and has sole power to remove 
any one who does not |>erform his 
services in accordance with the wish­ 
es of the executive. 
A fter reciting the facts in the case 
the court’s finding of the law is “ that 
the law is with the plaintiff, William 
H. R ights, and he is entitled to re­ 
cover in 
this 
action 
the sum of 
$262.50.” Before the arguments be­ 
fore the court, attorneys for Doug­ 
lass filed a request that in handing 
down a ruling in the action that the 
court make a special finding of fa cts.

Food Attractive. 


THEY APPEAL TO THE EYE. 


There Are T w o Sorts of Trim m ing, 


One For Flavor and One For D e cora­ 


tion— G arnish ing Often T u rn s a De- 


epised D ish Into a Favorite. 


With spr ing spleeniness upon us, it is 
well for housewives to bait appetites. 
Ver y often a dish may bo delicious to 
taste, but unattr active to the eye. and 
the eye judges it befor e the palate 
does. 
So make it attr active to the eye 
if you would have it a successful dish. 
Ther e ar e two sor ts of gar nishes— 
those that add flavor as well as decor a­ 
tion and those that ar e only decor ative 
and do not add flavof. 
Mushr ooms, for 
instance, ser ved with a r agout of meat, 
add to both appear ance and taste. 
A 
br ight gr een leaf under half a musk- 
inelon adds only to appear ance. 
This 
second class of gar nishes need not be 
ser ved when they ar e used on the 
ser ving dish. 
Par sley is per haps the most useful 
gar nish. 
In spr igs with cold meat, 
minced with soup and vegetables and 
salads, it is always fr esh in color and 
tempting in taste. 
Mushr ooms ar e useful because, can­ 
ned, they always can be kept on hand. 
And so can peas. 
A mound of canned 
peas ser ved in the middle of an Ir ish 
stew makes it far daintier than a 
mound of plain boiled potatoes. 
Pota­ 
toes, however , can be used for gar nish­ 
ing. 
Scoop r aw potatoes with a r ound 
scoop and boil them. 
Ser ve them with 
melted butter and par sley for a gar ­ 
nish, or for ce soft, mashed potatoes 
thr ough a stiff paper cone and br own 
in 
the 
oven, 
or 
fr y 
br own 
small 
r ounds of potatoes, or use Fr ench fr ied 
potatoes, and potato gar nish is suitable 
with cold meat. 
Gr een and r ed pepper s, too, can be 
used to gar nish vegetables, meats and 
salads. 
An egg salad is much im­ 
pr oved if it is dotted with bits of r ed 
pepper . 
Minced gr een pepper or shr ed­ 
ded gr een pepper adds both taste and 
looks to potato and cabbage salad. 
Beets and car r ots can be cut in r ings 
or star s, cooked tender ver y 
car efu lly 
and then used to gar nish substantial 
meat dishes. 
Bar ber r ies ar e one of the pur ely or 
unmental gar nishes 
Holly, too, can 
be used in season, and bits of ever ­ 
gr een can often be called on to help 
make a simple dish attr active. 
Remember that the gar nishing of a 
dish will often change it fr om some­ 
thing not liked to a favor ite with the 
family.

L ieutenant C harles Sw eeny of the 
French Foreign Legion re tu rne d re 
cently to New York to recover from a 
w ound received during the F rench of 
fensive in C ham p agne last Sep tem ber 
Sweeny is an A m erican, a gra d u a te of 
W est Point and the sou of a form er 
p resident of the Federal Sm elting and 
Refining com p any of Sp ok ane, W ash 
The following story of a m ost unusual 
"D utch tr e a t” w a s told by IJe u te na nt 
Sweeny to P riv a te Casey, $ N ew York 
artist, 
also fighting in the Foreign 
Legion: 
Sweeny is not a F re nc hm a n even 
though he hap p ens to be in the arm y 
service of France. 
A fter his grad ua 
tion he m a rrie d a Belgian girl a nd set­ 
tled dow n in Paris. 
His w ife a nd two 
sm all children a re living in tha t vicin­ 
ity at the p resent time. 
“ I sta rte d out about m idnight.” said 
Sweeny, “ w ith a p atrol to have a look 
a t a new G erm an bayou betw een two 
fortlets beyond our lines. 
I s tru ng my 
men out so as to give w arning of any 
j G erm an p atrol a nd then led them p ast 
our sentries a nd the barbed wire, 
w as some d istance ahead of my men 
and had got well w ithin the G erm an 
lines w ithou t seeing or hearing any 
thing of the G erm ans. 


Bullets Nev er Came. 
“Now, this w as not the first tim e that 
I had ever p ene tra te d tha t fa r into the 
G erm an lines, bu t it w as the first time 
on such a mission that I had not had 
to dodge a G erm an p atrol and very 
often their bullets. 
These things ran 
in my head continually and m ade me 
think that 1 had fallen Into a very neat 
trap which the G erm ans had laid for 
me. 
I exp ected to see them rise from 
anyw here any m inute and he a r the 
banging of the ir guns and the w his­ 
tling of their bullets (if I w as luck y 
enough to hear them, .tha t is), and I 
began to wish m yself well out of my 
p redicam ent and hack again in the 
com p arative sa fe ty of our trench 
“Tiiis m ade m e m ore cautious than 
ever, and p resently I began to retreat 
As I did so a round G erm an helmet 
bobbed up out of a ravine not a dozen 
yards aw ay. 
An instant later a t the 
other end of the ravine anothe r a p p e a r­ 
ed. 
I squirm ed a w ay lik e a snak e aud 
got l>ehind the only shelter in sight, a 
little scrubby tree, about three yards 
aw ay. 
“ As I lay the re quak ing, w ondering 
w hy the G erm ans did not shoot—for 
they m ust have seen m e—I hap p ened 
to look up, and there, ha nging to a 
branch of the tree, w as a fat, clean 
look ing bask et. 
I reached up, the limb 
on which it hung being only a few feet 
from the ground, and lifted the bask et 
down. 
“Then in a flash the exp lanation of 
the puzzle w as clear to me. 
T he G er­ 
m ans had left tha t bask et there and 
m eant me to hav e it. 
"W ith the b a sk e t on my arm , I got 
up, bowed low to the round hats and 
w alk ed back to our trench w ithout 
ever being fired on. 
“ inside the b ask et w as a n assort­ 
m ent of fra nk fu rte rs and other food 
T here w as also a note som ething a fte r 
this wise*: 


No t® |n Basket. 
“ ‘W e have been in front of you for 
over a year, a nd it is not against our 
com rades, the French, tha t w e are 
fighting, but a ga inst our enem y, the 
English. 
Let us join forces against 
our com m on enem y. 
We are not sta rv ­ 
ing, as you m ay well see from the lit­ 
tle p resent w e send you herew ith.’ 
“H ere w a s som ething tha t s e t me 
think ing p retty hard. 
I had escap ed 
death or c a p tu re by a miracle, so far 
as I could see, a nd all in order tha t 1 
m ight enjoy a hearty meal a t the e x­ 
pense of the G erm ans. 
“ I set the b a sk et dow n in the trench 
and fell to w ith a will, and 1 give you 
my word, Casey, of all the good things 
I have eaten I nev er enjoyed anything 
m ore than I did tha t D utch tr e a t— 
esp ecially the fra nk fu rte rs. 
"T hey took m e back to the U nited 
States 
im m ediately—‘hot 
dogs,’ 
the 
brightness of the sea, the yaw p ing of 
bark ers, crow ds passing, tlie noise of 
thousands of shuttling feet—not the 
sort of shuffling we hear now. Casey, 
wheu a bugle call or the heavy sound 
of guns seem s the chief attraction. 
It 
w as a great sha m e I couldn’t sav e you 
one. 
“T he m eaning of all this w as a p uz­ 
zle to m e until I found out tha t our 
boys had left a bundle of A m erican 
and English new sp ap ers in the spot 
w here I bad found the bask et, with 
the 
p a ra gra p hs 
plainly 
m ark ed 
in 
which it w as said the G erm ans wore 
starving. 
And the bask et w as the Her 
m ans’ reply. 
“ Now you k now how I cam e to get 
my ‘hot dogs.’ ”
